Smith said Robertson at that 
time denied rumors that the ad- 
ministration was contemplating 
an end to \\s collection of 
Students' Society fees. 

He also said RobcrtronfScnlm 
the impending action had any- 
thing to do with the activities 
of "a certain publication". 

According to Smith, Robertson 
suggested that it would be im- 
proper to communicate the gist 
of their conversation to the rest 
of the Students' Society Executi- 



ve until his proposal had been 
presented to Senate. 

Smith said • a ' second .meeting 
was held with the Senate Com- 
mittee on Student Activities, 
at which Internal Affairs Vice-

at this meeting, he said.

WUSC banned from campus;

CouncU last night also officially dissoclatea iUeU from the 
World University Service of Canada (WUSC). A motion voicing sup- 
port 'or tte^'^iragramïi^^ of WUSC resulted In a tie vote, 
which Chairman fPetSF^mn^broke by voting ngalnst the motion. 

The motion was tabled at the last council meeting In order to 
permit councillors to receive additional information on the activities 
of WUSC, which have been suspect since former council members 
Mark Wilson and John Fekete submitted a highly critical report 
of the organization in Octot>er. - 

The report charged that WUSC is "a sclf-pcrpctuatlng non-stu- 
dent controlled bureaucracy" and that Treasure Van, Its principal 
money-raising endeavour, "simply makes a profit for those In the 
WUSC bureaucracy". As a result of Jhe'cnsuing controversy. Trea- 
sure Van did not appear on campuaiiiii^yeR^ 

Council allotted |1000 for the' prodttcriMtKot||iii birth'- control 
handbook, the finances of which generatcd^dlssicnsiW 
meeting. 

The SC also ra tified Robert Stall (a member of the Ottawa

tlon by a vote' of 10-4 with four 
abstentions. 

After the meeting, Internal 
Vice-President Danny Trevick 
said the motion was unconstitu- 
tional, and added that It was 
' "breaking faith with the people 
who went to the open meeting". 

In supporting the motion, Joel 
Raby (Commerce) argued that 
holding the referendum on the 
same day as the Executive elec- 
tions would assure a high turn- 
out. He discounted the March 8 
date because "It Is too close to 
exams..', and the McGlII Dally 
will have stopped regular publi- 
cation by this date". 

Julius Grey (Arts and Science) 
opposed the motion, claiming 
that the referendum and the 
elections would .idversely affect 
each other If they were held on 
the same day. He said that the 
polilics Involved In an election 
would prevent clear-cut and ob- 
jective vntinR In the referendum. 

Council also made no move to 
.^rescind their earlier motion per- 
mitting open recruiting. The re- 
solution of la.sl Tuesday's open 
meeting had Instructed it lo do 
so. • . • 

'The open meeting called for a 
March.- 8 referendum asking

RESOLVED that the following letter be forwarded to the 
Principal and the Board of Governors : 
Gentlemen, 

We view with great concern the message transmitted 
to the Students' Council concerning the establishment of 
a tri-partite committee to study the collection and distri- 
bution of- Students' Council funds. 

In the first place, the Students' Society has always 
been fully autonomous and we consider It essential that 
the control over Students' Society funds remain the ex- 
clusive jurisdiction of the Students' Society. 

Any tri-parllte committee's investigating into such dis- 
tribution of funds would therefore violate the principle of | 
autonomy. Secondly/ we believe that the establishment of 
a second tri-partite committee would seriously undercut ;

The Rubicon 

Yesterday's action by the Board of Governors presents the 
Students' Society with its gravest crisis in recent history. 

It is more serious, for the Students' Society,' than any of the 
spectacular dramas of this campus's last three years,' though these 
have prepared the way. 

The Board proposes, through an "advisory committee" on the 
"Financial Relationship between the University and the Students' So- 
ciety", to "review the present system of collection and distribution of 
funds", that is, the Students' Society's fees. 

The facts : the "collection and distribution of funds" for the 
Students' Society are deary specified in the Students' Society Consti- 
tution. The amount of the fee is stipulated, and, in Article VI (5) : "The 
above sums shall be collected b^thef University Cashier with the re- 
gular tuititon fees". This constifutlonVvvas ratified by^|fafmqiority of 
mojg^rtMin two-thirds in a campus referendum of February, 1965, 
aftarflmigthy deliberation at cill levels. 

And ratified, by the University Senate. 

The University has thus signed an unequivocal agreement on 
Students' Society fees which it is not empowered to change. 

The University has already explicitly signified its awareness 
of this. In considering the new constitution of the Students' Society 
in 1965, Senate asked for power to amend thegConstjtution. This was 
not acceded to, and Senate ratified the coiistitu'tioif^rtH change. 
Only the members of the Society can amend their constitution. 
. .jII^^ i^ impossible, therefore, that the Board can do other than 
one^fftwo things : realize that it is illegally intruding into the juris- 
diction of a charter document passed by the statutory "highest acade-

Reply 
to Dudek 

sir, 

Professor Dudek seems to 
have' read the Open Letter too 
fast lo take it in. 

(1) Our opponents claim that 
we demand that the Universi- 
ty, hitherto a value-free institut 
tien, beflin to impose moral 
values. Wc deny that it ever 
has been value-free, and assert 
that it is currently . Inflicting 
certain moral values on the 
community. Wc want to 
ching* these values. 

(2) If the university permits 
open recruiting, - it implicitly 
denies that such recniiting Is 
wrong or evil. Recruiting 'en- 
hances' the economic position 
of the corporations involved, 
and so, indirectly, the Ameri- 
can war-effort. So the univer- 
sity implicitly denies these are 
prongs or evils. We want to 
itiahRc this attitude. 

(3) 'What Is legal Is very 
often immoral 'means' the in- 
dividual is not always morally 
Justified in doing what thc lv 
of his community permit*. 'Tit? 
issue is over the moral Justific- 
ation for doing what the law 



admittedly parmlti. We think 
there is here a conflict between 
what the law permits and what 
the moral sense prohibits. Wc 
think our laws permit evil- 
doing. 

(4) It is 'naive' to think of 
the university as outside soci- 
ety or anti-social. It is 'hypoc- 
risy' lo claim that, while being 
'one of thé central institutions 
of society', it is not supporting 
our society's current involve- 
ment in the war. Wc want to 
end the latter. ■ 

(5) The Nuremberg trials 
show that the West has com- 
mitted itself to the philosophy 
outlined in (3) above. So, as 
a matter of history, did So- 
crates. That is all our analogy 
implies. 

(0) Professor' Dudek finds 
our mbral solidarity doubtful. 
Why ? It it possible for 50 ra- 
tional adults to agree in a joint 
statement, each using his own 
Judgement and discrimination. 
We happen to agree (i) that 
there is evil going on, (ii) that 
something ought to be dent 
about it, and (ill) that 'we can 
improve the situation by deci- 
ding that one side is guilty and 
by taking decisive action 
against that side'.

"In fact," said Estey, "the ad- 
ministration is consulting with us 
in sending this letter. Unfortu- 
nately that letter came after 
recent campus events. It may not 
liavn any connection. Danny Tre- 
vick denied that the' administra- 
tion was consulting with the 
Students' Society. 

"I was at that meeting witli the 
Senate Committee on Student 
Activities. They simply told us 
that this was their position. 'Wc 
attempted to. modify it. Wc asked 
if there were technical reasons 
for their action" he said. 

.'According to Trcvick, Robert- 
son commented at this meeting 
"Well you know, some of your 
activities arc valuable, but we'll 
have to look into the prôblem 
of differential distribution." 

Trcvick said this administra- 
tion threat to censor the nature 
of Students' Society activities 
that may receive funds was Into- 
lerable. He called It "a most un- 
warranted intrusion". 

"The term 'confrontation poli- 
tics' has been blabbered around 
by people in . the administration 
to refer to the actions of some 



of the students," said Trcvick, 
"but this letter is the most 
blatant of confrontation politics 
that I have ever seen." 

Julius Grey (Arts and Science) 
termed .the motion extremely 
good". He cited, in reference to 
Robertson's - attitude to student 
liberalism, tiie Principal's refusal 
to allow the publication by the 
Psychology Club of a question- 
naire on student sexual attitu- 
des. 

"Wo must be prepared to 
collect our own fees," said Grey. 

Robert Cooper (Arts and 
Science) called the administra- 
tion action" one of the biggest 
threats to ;.thc Students' Society 
I've eyer'seeh". 

Dor«ien Laszld (Dentistry) 
called the threat "implicit, but 
as explicit as possible." 

Daily Editor-in-Chief Peter All- 
nutt suggested "the whole rea- 
son for this thing is the McGitt 
Daily." 

He suggested further that the 
specific cause of the administra- 
tion's action was an article on 
the Board of Governors publish- 
ed In the UcGUl Daily of Fe- 
bruary 9. The article dealt with 
tile association of governors with 
firms producing arms for Ameri- 
can use in the Viet Nam confla- 
gration. 

After a lengthy recess, osten- 
sibly called to produce uhani- 
mity on a motion voicing the 
stand of the Students' Coun- 
cil, an amendment to Smith's 
motion was produced. It was ac- 
cepted. 

The amended motion "view- 
ed with great concern" the ad- 
ministration's action and was 
passed 10-5-3.

Candidate Robert Majaly expressed strong concern alMut the 
need for educational reform. He said Council should take tlic 




Inlliollvc In conducting rcsearcii and cstabllsiilng coinrnlltccs 
dealing with education, since the various undergraduate societies 
do not have the requisite funds, or personnel. He advocated a 
wider use of course guides as "an objective criterion to criticize 
professors". 

Ricliard Burlcart said education would be his first priority, 
lie said, "each subject needs research In teaching mclluxls", and 
Council should be prepared to mal<c tlic necessary funds avail- 
able. 

Muanwiiilc, candidate Ilarvcy Maync read a prepared state- 
ment wliicli said "I have decided to withdraw ns a candidate in 
favdr of Ilobcrl llajaly". As Maync did not withdraw before the 
deadline, his name will appear on the ballot and his pcnxkctch 
will be In tomorrow's Daily. But, he said. "I feel that the danger 
posed by the candidacy of Richard Burkart Is far greater than 
the danger of not having an Independent alternative to the 
slates". 

The fourth candidate, Charles Yates, was not present at 
yesterday's session. 

Burkart and Ilajaiy also dealt wltli the problem of on-campus 
recruiting. Burkart said "We're fooling ourselves In saying we 
can look Into our. society and set aside certain companies who 
ore directly Involved In the war in Vict Nam, wiille maintaining 
that others are only indirectly Involved". 

Ilajaly said lie would abide by the results of next week's 
campus-wide . referendum on recruitment. He said he fell the 
Ideal solution to the problem would be to allow the companies

Eric Kierans, candidate for 
the Liberal leadership, said, 
yesterday that the government 
should steer the economy 
away from American military 
commitments. 

Spcakint; at a Liberal club 
meeting in the Ballroom. Kler- 
ana said Canada should Kct out 
or "cntaniillnti" military alliances 
iiltc NATO and NOHAD. 

"In maldng. decisions on these 
defense agreements, our past at> 
titudcs toward them, and our 
past needs arc a guideline of 
how we should act In the future 
— but they arc not a strait- 
Jaclcet," he said. 

Kierans said he wus in favor 
of stopping arms shipments from 
Cnnnda. Tlic government should 
clarify its contradictory policy 
towards Vict Nam, he added, and 
"ministers should not be allowed 
to make contradictory state- 
ments". 

"If I were Prime Minister, I 
"would bring down legislation to 
govern the activities of all corp-^ 
orations, domestic and foreign, 
so that they act in accordance 
with Canadian laws and object- 
ives," Kierans said. 
. lie continued, "I would Intro- 
duce tax reforms to relieve the 
burden on low-income families 
and to rcdiice the high rates 
which penalize effort and des< 
troy initiative". 

He said that we should not ' 
have universal Medicare be- 
cause "the economy is overload- 
ed — we cannot afford to go the 
way of the United States". 

Kierans said "As Prime Mhils- 
tcr, my attitude toward à muscle- 
bound Opposition would be 
'Come and get us if you dare.' " •

Quebec students will vote on national question 



Tho UGEQ Plenary session 
yesterday at Sir George Wii' 
liams University passed a mo- 
tion to hold a bilingual refer- 
endum on the future status of 
Quebec in Confederation. 

JiLouIs Gendreau, newly elected 
;''\iice-president for National Af- 
iaira 'of UGEQ and chairman of 
the National Affairs Commission 
of the congress, said tho pleb- 
iscite will be held in Octobisr 
or November, after an intensive 
education program has allowed * 
the Union's 58,000 student mem- 
bers to evaluate the situation. 

A battery of questions 

The plebiscite ballot, to be 
voted upon at all institutions 
simultaneously, will asic a batte- 
ry of questions on Quebec's futr 
urc status with English Canada. 

"There are many facets to the 
question" according to Gendreau, 
"social, cultural, economic as 
well as political". 

He said an independent com- 
mittee made up of ^represent- 
atives from the universities and 
college federations will super- 
vise the education program, the 
wording of the ballot, and the 
plebiscite itself. 

He said while the official bal- 
lot will be in French "the com- 
mission will approve a transla- 
tion, malting sure it docs not 
depart in spirit of meaning from 
the official French version". 

A stillborn motion to introduce 
bilingualism into UGEQ was 
sponsored by Lome Young, Mc- 
Gill representative to the Con- 
gress who was attacked by SGWU 
delegate Jean Slcottc, finandal 
vice-president of the union, for 
"advancing his electoral platform 
and ambitions on the floor". 

Money 

A motion to remove Loyola's 
special status scat on the Con- 
sell Central National (CCN) fail- 
ed to reach resolution stage. 
Sponsors argued that Loyola's 
status in the non-university cat- 
egory opened the way for every 
other similar institution to dem- 
and equal representation on the 
CCN. Loyola had received its 
special status last year. 

Yesterday's session also moved 
to Taisé^the per capita member- 
ship fee from $1 to $1.25. The

The congress supported recommendations on higher educa- 
tion dealing with the establishment of a "Université de Québec" 
for the standardization and integration of the universities of 
Quebec, which would- include a second French language univer- 
sity In Montreal. 

Subject promnllon and trimesters in universities were ap- 
proved, together with the abolition of closed meetings of consult- 
ative and legislative bodies.

CEGEPs, so that the entire system would be completed by Sep- 
tember 1969.. 

Suppleihentaty proposals called for universlUfsjy|jg^|et;/ out 
of the field of pre-unlverslty education, Including Induco'^control 
Imposed by rigid course requirements for admission. The govern- 
ment was called on to phase out grants to private Institutions 
In areas served by CEGEPs. 

The congress recommended compulsory courses on current 
political affairs to be taught in CEGEPs, and the Incorporation 
of fine art Into the curriculum at all levels of education. 

Cendflmned government ' 

The congress also voted on a paper on financial acccssibilily 
to education. Resolutions adopted condemned (he Quebec govern- 
ment's Inefficiency in administering llic present system of bursary 
loans, which it called a J'palllollvc that docs not give real financial 
accessibility to education". 

The -congress demanded/ the ' Immcdiato impicmcnlallon.- 'of 
the recommendations of the Planning Committee on Universal Ac> 
cesslbUlty. to. Education, and recommended that the government 
mandate the committee to investigate the social, family, and 
psychological barriers to education.

Riot puts two in liospital 

LORMAN, MISS. (CPS) — Everything appears to be bock to normal at the predominantly 
Negro Alcorn College here after a night-long riot Wednesday that left at least six students In- 
jured and two hospitalized. 



A college official said Thurs- 
day the school's . administration 
is "hoping it's all over". But he 
would not discount tlic possiblllly 
tlint more disruptions may occur 
wiliiin llic near future. 

' Police used tear gns and gun- 
fire Wednesday to pul down the 
riot, which began as a student 
demonstration to protest the dis- 
missal of three students. 

Student leaders soy tiic stu- 
dents were, dismissed because 
they, iiassed out, campaign liter- 
ature for Charles Evcr8,'"'a can- 
dldutc for congress from Missis- 
sipl and one of the state's top 
Negro lenders. Alcorn President 
J. D. Boyd, . however, say's the 
students were dismissed after he 
accused one of them of being 
drunk, and they cursed him. 

The question of wlio called for 
helmeted slate troopers to dis- 
perse the students protesting

Ilowcvcr, no of- 
ficers were reported injured.

was responsible for the violence. 
. The night riot centered around 
two dormitories, both were hcav- 
ily damaged, with broken win- 
dows and furniture. 

The riot was the second Involv- 
ing gunfire ot a Negro college 
In the past two weeks. At South 
Carolina Slate College In Or- 
angeburg, three black students 
were killed by police who were 
attempting to put down a stu- 
dent demonstration. Classes at 
South Carolina Slate were closed 
following the riot, and arc 
scheduled to resume Monday.

The Third UGEQ Congress has finished 
with a mixed balance sheet. 

On the positive side, all constituencies 
of the Union generally participated more 
widely in deliberations, both in commission 
and in plenary sessioTL Students from the 
pre-university level — formerly classical col- 
leges, technical schools, and teacher-tralning 
schools, now being reorganized as two-year 
colleges (CEGEPs) bétween high school and 
university — made their voice heard more 
effectively than last year, though relatively 
smaller In number compared to university 
students. The evident dynamism of students 
ayhjs^vel is one of the chief reasons for 
optimism about the future of the Union. 

Also on the plus side was the growing 
realization that all of the structural reforms 
in Quebec education are for riaught if the 
content of what goes on in the classroom, 
under whatever structure, remains the same 
round of outmoded and Ineffective lectures 
and exams> organized from the top down 
with no effective control by students. A 
'^Sfei'X ^''^^"'^^"Ité de Montréal delega- 
t!on;moidè reform of the actual learning pro- 
cess a top priority of the Union for the year 
to come, along with the drive for universal 
accessibility and removal of financial bar- 
riers to education. 

A central student union for Quebec will 
not be effective as long as members think 



in terms of "we" — students on the campus 
- and "they" - UGEQ in its executive offices, 
St. Paul Street.

throughout Quebec are contesting the status 
quo and pressing for reforms in departments 
and faculties on the Issue which affects them 
most closely — the learning process — then 
the central offices of the Union will come 
into their own as on agency for exchanging 
information, co-ordinating activities, making 
the students' case to the public, and, most 
importaiitirexerting pressure on the Quebec 
government. 

- On the negative side, if discussion at 
the Congress was extensive, it was rarely 
intensive. Much time was spent In debate, 
either emotional or bored, on peripheral 
issues such as "loisirs eyrécréatlon". And 
when the impoHant issuesfram up, delibe- 
ration focused on trivial procedural aspects. 

A case In point is "la question nationa- 
le" — the political future of Quebec. In de- 
elding to hold a referendum on. the subject, 
delegates sparred at length over exactly 
how the ballot would be translated into 
English for English campuses. There was no 
discussion, for instance, on the advisability 
of holding a referendum » policy-maklng-by- 
plebiscite is often not the way of deniocracy. 
Voters may be asked a question v/KlchTtHey 
do hot think Is the one to answer, or they 
may not want to answer a simple "yes" or 
"no" or whatever other opinions are on the 
ballot. 




There was no discussion, moreover, on 
•whether the question is o "national" one at 
all. If progressive forces in Quebec begin to 
ally themselves indiscriminately with nation- 
alists of every stripe — de Gaulle, René 
Lévesque, Jean-Noel Tremblay — just for the 
sake of nationalism, they stand in grove 
danger of tragically forgetting the drive to 
transform Quebec's social structure from 
which any "notionalist" policy must derive 
its perspective and its justification. They 
could achieve separation of the state, with- 
out independence for the collectivity. 

For if the question is one of independ- 
ence the question follows "Independence 
from whom ? and for what?" French Que- 
becers,. it seems, hove only just begun to 
realize that It is not English Canadians, but 
Americans who own most of . Quebec's prod- 
uctive processes, even if English Canadians 
ore the more visible agents of external con- 
trol. In this perspective political, separation 
from English Canada may not be the basic 
Issue. 

If reforms are defined as "national" 
rather than "social", a large port of the 
Quebec collectivity will be excluded from 
participating. By no definition - linguistic, 
historical, religious, "racial" - are the -Ena- 
lish in Quebec part of a " 
nation. But historically and 
are port of Quebec society. 

The activities of anglophone delegates 
at the Congress played no small part in 
exacerbating this division. Seizing on sec- 
ondary issues, unaware of larger perspect- 
ives and implications, ill-timed in their man- 
euvering on the "billnguolism" Issue, they 
more than foiled to pull their weight : they 
succeeded to a remgrkable pxtent In hard- 
ening debates along French-English lines. 
There is simply no point for English students 
in Quebec in '^participating" in a Union 
which they are dividing along linguistic or 
ethnic lines. But there is everything to be 
gained from joining a student movement 
founded on inherently common jgoals of 
student-citizens, with a perspective of social

I think the letter is regrettable, 
revealing as it does n willingness . 
to submit individual Judgment 
and discrimination to group 
thinking and trying to csUblish 
a doubtful sort of moral solida- 
rity. (The hero of Nabokov's 
Bend Sinister, an anti-totalita. 
rian novel, refuses to sign any- 
thing that he himself has nut 
thought through and written : 
an excellent example to follow.) 
I hav^ ajg cnuine regard for 
manyrSrtiië'^men in the group 
of signatories. But their mnni- 
festo is really deplorable both 
in thought and expression, and 
I think that they havo 'compro: 



mised themselves intellectually 
by putting their names, to such 
a document. .^5^- , 

Let us examine,^for' example, 
the following sentence from the 
maiiif«;rtlo: "We nsk that the 
University change the moral va- 
luç8aitj|is^^urrcntly inflicting 
lipoirpiie^Sominunity and not 
that it begin to impose values 
when it has previously never 
ilono so." What is the difference 
betwe^i^l^flicting moral va- 
lue8"^WaWjfmpoaing moral va- 
lues"? What is the purpose of 
using such imprecise and load- 
ed language? How is it possible 
to "inflict"/ values and yet not, 
to "Impose" them? Does the 
University really do either? Do 
the signatories wish to do neith- 
er ? Really ? 

Or let us examine the senten- 
ce preceding, that "The Uni- 
versity, by permitting recruit- 
ing, is Buying that it is right 
nnd good that its name and fa-. 
ciliticK hu u.><ed to enhance the 
position of . corporations...'-' 
etc. Does the University really 
sny that "It is right and good" 
— or does it merely pennit 
recruiting? Does it "enhance", 
or does it merely accommodate? 
Arc these interpretations of 
t he University's permissive 



action legitimate? Is this exact 
thinking? 

To go deeper, the manifesto| 
tells us that "what is lcgal%'< 
very often immoral" nnd follows 
this with the logically irrelevant 
statement that' "the individual 
is not always morally justified 
in doing what thé laws of his 
community permit" Surely the 
issue is not about doing what 
the laws permit, but in doing 
what the laws prohibit What 
the law permits, or does not 
' prohibit, is precisely a moral 
matter; it has nothing to do 
with the law. But if the law is 
immoral, this means that there 
is a conflict between what the 
law prohibits or demands nnd 
the moral sense. The logical 
issue, then, Is whether the indi- 
vidual will obey, the law or 
disobey — a question thorough- 
ly examined in Plato's Apology. 

(I am much intrigued by 
finding nevcral chaplains and 
.représentatives of the churches 
subscribing (o the premise that 
"what is. legal Is very often 
immoral". Unfortunately their 
collective reasoning after this 
major premise is neither in- 
triguing nor profound. The ni- 
ne philosophers in the group, 
also, do not seem to have 
broiight any of their individual 



discriminution to bear on the 
collectivity.) 
|kj;t:Thc entire munifcsto depends 
^*bii a rejection of what the si- 
gnatories assume (o be intole- 
rable: that the University is 
"in reality n supporter of the 
status quo" and that "its inter- 
ests arc the interests of the Ca- 
iiadlun establishment" It is here 
that the most confused think- 
ing is rovcred by slipshod lan- 
guage and the common jargon 
of prejudice: "status quo", "es- 
tablishment", "interesU", "hy- 
• pocrisies". 

If wc replace the words 'sta- 
tus quo", by a neutral exprès- 
sion, we may find a platitude 
or a statement which should be 
self-evident : the University 
operates in accord with the ex- 
isting social order, in fact it is 
one of the central institutions 
of society. It is not, as such, 
dedicated to revolution or to 
the undermining of the social ' 
order, although much of the 
work of a university is and 
should bo Instrumental to 
change nnd to the investigation 
of fundamental assumptions. 
To assMgi^ktijat this, coherent 
relationWtKruniversity to so- 
ciety constitutes a "hypocrisy"

4) 
kind of smearing that reflects 
the revolutionary mind, not very 
exact because its purjiuHu ia nit- 
rely to discredit or to destroy 
tlie existing social order.

It does not reveal a 
truth, it condemns by arbitrary 
IfusMlaiioiiu The general as- 
r sumption made in this manifes- 
to, as in other recent articles 
in the Daily, is that the di- 
rectors of our present indus- 
trial and business society are 
villains whose connection with 
the university, for example, is 
to be deplored and exposed. The 
further implication is that this 
managerial class should be ex- 
pelled - as soon as possible to 
niako room for a more conge- 
nial and benevolent muiiuHthic 
Hlale as the ruler of our lives. 
But uru these nssuniplions 
renlisticT- Is it nut likely that 
nny society must have a large 
executive and managerial class, 
and that there will bo inter- 
locking relationships between 
the dtfferent^hiera^tMiof the 
society Tj^^jj^lPj^^Iikely 

wliether'> Syndicalist, ■'Soc^ 
or Communist — will be more 
oppressive and more dangerous 
to the individuals under it than 
the present business society? 

As for the immediate issue, 
arc we right in assuming that 
rcaponsibllity for the war in 
Viet Nam is to be laid simply 
nt the. doors 'of American cor- 
porate- society?

Do we think we can improve 
the situation by deciding that 
one side is guilty and by taking 
decisive action againati^thatjiii- 
do? The war is a 'monslrous 
evil, an evil born out of the 
modern political mentality and

geniality which we are display. 

llnK/Thc war huH already spread 
revolutionary violence and into- 
lerance throughout the United 
Stales, Canada, and elsewhere. 
I do not think that we.wlllihelp 
resolve the dilemma, or^uce 
the violence and intolerance, by 
protesting and accusation. Self- 
righteousness of this kind, in 
fact, is mainly for t'others who 
have Just discovered for' the 
first time that "Le mal est sur 
la terre."

students. Holding ceHaliSibeiilrs 
and attempting to persuade 
o'thcrs to that bdicf is bnc 
thing, attempting to force or 
coerce others to abide by that 
belief is quite another thing. 
A referendum on the recruiting 
issue docs not need' to be 
swathed in ecclesiastical purity 
to be valid. Referenda do not 
force anyone to hold certain 
beliefs . . . they only outline the 
course of action favoured by 
the community. 

Spokesmen for the anti-re- 
cruitment demonstration out- 
side the Placement Service in- 
dignantly deny ' any- rcsponsibi- 
° lity for the smearing of red 
paint, etc., as did the spokes- 
men for the SDU-sponsorcd an- 
ti - Administration demonstra- 
tion deny responsibility for the 
violence and break-in that oc- 
curred. What actually has hap- 
pened at McGill is that the 
Univcmily Administration and 
the activists (SDU ct ai) have 
united to create an atmosphere 
on campus in which violence 
iand^dcslruclion becomes an inc- 
vilablo by-producL 

The activists for their part 
have preached a philosophy of 
revolution which fosters an in- 
herent disrespect for law and 
order and any type of authori- 
ty that even vaguely smacks 
of "the Establishment" — whet- 



her it be the Administration, 
Student government, municipal, 
etc. 

For ita pa rLjihe University 
Administratl^S|p treated this 
violence ànd^' lawlessness with 
such anemic lethargy and con- 
fusion in direction that they 
only tend to encourage and in- 
flate the most destructive cle- 
menu of the student body. 
Wrist-slapping is fine for 
throwing spit-balls at the teach- 
er in grade six, wrist^lapplng 
for violence, destruction and 
premeditated provocation Is a 
death-wish. 

Reform is a nice word,' le- 
forms can be nice things. The 
problem arises when the "re- 
form" element finds it neces- 
sary to bind their views and 
opinions on everything from 
recruiting to apple pic into a 
neat bundle and label it "free- 
dom of speech"... and then 
dare anyone to oppose it, in- 
viting the wrath of "the peo- 
ple". 

According to the (aclioi of 
those democrats: to be for 
open recruitment is to be for 
the war; to be for the war is to 
be for the U.S. government; to 
be for the U.S. government is 
to endorse discrimination, rac- 
ism, nazi practices and every- 
thing evil since Adam ate the 
apple. 

Finally, Miss Goodman — • 
have no fear, Utopia is Just 
around the corner. In the mean- 
time wc shall have to sthigelc 
on with^uch inconveniences as 
referenda.
